Businéssmen regarded the state- 
ment that Import quotas would be 
still further scduced as “a bad 
beginning for what is to be a good

Washington, Aus. 19.—Prest- 
dent Harry 8S. Truman = taday 
charged that the present Congren- 
slonal “spy hoarlngs’ were an 
Infringement of the Bill of Rights 
nnd of the clvil Mbertles of the 
American citlzen guaranteed by 
that document, 


Ho made this charge at a press 
conference, while disclosing that his 
Administration was studying the 
possibility of introducing new and 
more stringent anti-espionage laws. 


Ho stressed, however, that the 
dratting- of euch ~laws .was very 
dlMecult without infringing clyil and 
individual rights. 


“And I om against any Gestapo 
law," the Presfdent declared. 


He also flatly denied that any vital 
war secrels hed, “lenked” or been 
“enfried out,” from the United States 
Government during the, war. 


President Truman was asked his 
views of the significance of the case 
of Mrs Kosenkina, the Soviet school 
tencher_who_threw herself out of ao 
third-floor window of ~ the Soviet 
Consulate In New York last week 
and was seriously injured. 


“T think it indleates.”, Mr Truman 
declared, ‘that there are a lot of 
people in Russian who believe in the 
frecdom of the iIndlvidual, just os 
the whole of the United States docs.”

An Australian Lesson— 


HE Australian cricketers have 
not only won the Test series 
by a declsive margin, but, have 
not yet lost » single match since 
they started the tour carly in 
May—a record which. tells its 
own story of the predominance 
of the Aussies fn the art and 
skill of the game. For Don 
Bradman too, this tour (which 
ineldentally marks his rellrement 
from first-class cricket) hos been. 
® personal triumph both os a 
balsmon and ays one of the 
most brillinnt tsctlclans the 
name has ever produced. And 
thero fs not a single person 
interested In cricket that would 
deny Bradman this wonderful 
exit from: on game which hin 
personality -has so gracefully 
adorned for more than 20 years; 
none. would have desired it to 
bo otherwise. Nor will any ° 
Englishman « bexrudce the Aus- 
tratlans their Test achlovements. 
It fs doubtful whether’a better 
balanced snd more skilful group 
of playern hav ever been. sent to 
England; even the might-of the 
1021 team, with players like 
Collins, Bardsley, MacCartney, 
Oldfield, Malley, Richardson at 
«thelr greatest, was no mightier 
than {hat of Bradman's 10 pur- ; 
‘ poseful- young men of 1048. They 
havo. spont the summer oxplolting 
for the benefit of Enelich cricket 
lovern (mot to mention the 
Engilsh players) the wizardry of 
the ‘game, and .it In tobe hoped 
that England's. cricketers will 
benefit from the lessons, . For 
to Englishman. the only dlscon- 
certing auneot of the Testa han 
been the relative . Inepttlude of 
the Home players, The disparity 
between the two sides has been 
so .potnted that the questlon 
naturally has arisen: “What in. 
awrong with English cricket?” 
‘Yn cole “respects it: can be’ 
“pleaded there Is nothing wrong 
‘eith ft’ England still possesses 
“brillant “batsmen, superb. flelders 


and sturdy bowleru. But it must 
be admitted that for the most 
part they Inck that touch of 
Kenius and not Infrequently thot 
strength of purpose which has 
characterised every Austratian 
Test team since the carly 1900's, 
Moreover, It is arguable whether 
tho English method (of seeking 
youthful talent anil. developing 
It° along sound and ,thorough 
Ines fn calculated to produce 
the best results. The county 
clubs [rom which: the selectors 
chooce representatlye teams all 
have “nurseries” for promising 
young players, but too often a 
schoolboy, recommended for a 
trial, 1s ‘given only brief op- 
portunity in the nets of showing 
his oabliflty, and should the 
occasion prove too much for hip 
nerves, hoe may be lost for ever 
to big cricket. Even more 
important is the negiect of ccod 
playing facilities for schoolboys, 
and the quaint bellfef that the 
best erlcketers can only be found 
in “good” schools, Compariion” 
between the English and Aus- 
tralian system of searching for 
young talent and ‘moulding . It 
into first class material. un- 
mittakably favours the Aus- 
trallaus, for their methods are

Rebels Given 
| Hot Ti ime 


Attacked By Land,, 
_ Air And River 


Rangoon, Aug. 19.—Burmese 
navy craft shelled both river 
banks of Wataya village, 25 
miles northwest of Rangoon, 
today inflicting “heavy casual- 
tics” on rebels who have been 
holding out there for nine days, 
tonight’s official com- 
munique. 


. Burmese planes swept in and 
machinegunned the area froma low 
altitude, sald the communique, re- 
Porting that today’s attack resulted 
in the heaviest reverse yet suffered 
by the rebels in this battle. 
Wataya village is believed to be 
the main headquarters of the re- 
negade union military police, who 


mutinied-and “went-over-to-the Com- 
munists last week. : 
Tho communique sald that four 
navy vessels participated jn tho 
combined Jand, air and river attack. 
The insurgents were mown down by 
strafing planes as they fied to the 
jungle for shelter. 
Two naval men were wounded 
and the navy is now patrolling the 
‘avea, the communique added. 
Burmese planes algo machine- 
gunned motor vessels and steam 
Inunches seized by the rebels ata 
place 16 miles south of Bogale, 
important rice centre in the delta, 
the communique announced. Many 
river craft were sunk, it sald. 


TOWN SEIZED 


It revealed that 400 Insurgents 
seized Moulmeingyun, another large 
delta town after a five hour battle 
with an outnumbered police force. 
The rebels sefzed all tho rice stocks 
in the town. : 

Rice milling recommenced at 
Bassein rice centre, 20 miles from 
Rangoon which fell into rebel hands 
a fortnight ao, it was omcially 
announced today, 


Normal conditions are prevailing | 


at Bassein now cleared . of rebel 
elements and several hundred tons 
of rice are belng sent. to Rangoon 
for overseas shipment. 

Meanwhile, irrigation dams at four 
places in the Shwebo, district, north- 
west of Mandaloy have been des- 
troyed by insurgents, the apnounce- 
ment said, adding. that rebel troops 
are belng routed by loyal Burmese 
soldiers.—Associated Press.

downtown Berlin. . 

The Soviet troops arrived in three 
trucks commanded by three Russian 
oMcers.

Shanghai leprosarium, fs about the 
same size os Kwang-Chi. 


Nobody knows how many lepers 
there are in China, but Dr Sturton 
thinks that probably less than a 
tenth of them are in leprosariums. 
The discase ts little known but it Js 
an invariable — concomitant of 


‘poverty and filth. 


Besides treating lepers repularly, 
the impoctant things are to cure 
them of any secondary disease, so 
that the system ‘may concentrate on 
combating — the leprosy, give them 
Proper food and rest, and keep them 
busy, Most lepers in Kwang-Chi 
hospital or in the 
terraced yards, which they hava 


to promote the moral and 
materinl welfare of the Colonial 
peoples, and, on the other, to 
develop the resources ‘of the 
Colonies, not only for their 
own peoples, “but for all man- 
kind.”

The launching of the Enst African 
Groundnuts Scheme, which — will 
mean a revolution of agricultural 
technique in the ttopics, has shown 
that new prosperity may be created 
through co-operation with the 
Colontal peoples. “The world’s need 
became the Colonial Emplre’s op- 
portunity,” it los emphasised tn the 
official annual report on the 
Colonies, “The Colonial Empire 
(1047-1948),.") which hos recently 
been published. 


The continued shortage of primary 
products in the world, particularly 
in the non-dollar area, combined 
with the present financial difficulties 
of Britain. and Western Europe 
Renerally, have caused further em- 
phasis to bo laid on the two prin- 
cipal objectives of Colonin! apricul- 
tural development, namely to {n- 
crease the production of food crops 
for local consumption, and to pro- 
mote the increased production of 
export crops.

separate poliomyelitis from other 
viruses.

The polio virus is one of the 
smallest. It has never been seen 
even under the most powerful of 
microscopes. Further complicating 
the problem Js the fact that there 
are many, many strains of the polio 
virus.

REACTION TO 
NEW CHINA 
‘CURRENCY 


Washington, Aug. 19. Official 
quarters‘today expressed great in- 
terest fn the Chinese Government's 
decision to Introduce: n_fold-based 
currency. While some indicated they 
hoped the plan would succeed because 
of the beneficial effects such success 
would exert on the general Chinese 
situation, others adopted a “wait and 
see” attitude. : 


Onc high official source sald Jt waa 
at present diMcult to determine the 
exact plans of the Chinese Govern- 
ment concerning the currency re- 
form. He added, however, that it 
was possible the Chinese may belfeve 
that if they make strong cfforts to 
correct the present inflationary situa- 
tion, they may receive United States 
support In the form of gold loans, 

He said it was probable that the 
plan as it now stands will exercise at 
least n temporary stabilising effect 
on the Chinese monetary situation, 
and during this stable — period 
before the gold stocks are depleted 
the Chinese may make the strongest 
attempt to procure United States 
aid. Ho sald they would then be 
able to point to the success of the 
programme while requesting funds 
to prevent another lapse. 


BASIC CHANGES 


Omctal sources said the success of the 
new currency unit in even making an 
appronch io stabilisation of the I!n- 
firtionary price situation in China will 
require two basic changes—fimtly, re- 
duction of government expenditures and, 
recondly, Increase in governinent revenue. 
They said unless those changes occur 
any new currency unit would follow 
the dianstrous course of carlier cur- 
rencies.. 

One source sald the Chinese Govern- 
ment has been hinting at United Stater 
support-in a currency stabilisation pro- 
gramme for some time, He sald ap- 
parently the [den was for the United 
States fo lend China gold or silver to 
beck its, currency or to furnish allver 
far clitculntion. He sald, however, that 
a number of Uniied States officials took 
a coutious view of the proposal. gree: 
explained. that during the period whe. 
borrowed fold and silver were | uclng 
used by the Chinese Government either 
to pay running expenses or to replace 
poper currency, there would prebably 
be stabilisation, Dut when borrowed 
metal stocks become no longer avaliable 
and the povernment falls to. correct ite 
basic faults in the situation the Chinese 
Government would again resort to_Isue 
of inflated paper currency.—United Press.
